INTRODUCTION 
GENERAL 


During the year under review, 13 copper-plate charters and 468 stone inscriptions were 
examined by the Directorate of Epigraphy at Mysuru and Nagpur. the zonal offices at Lucknow 
and Chennai Of these, the copper-plate charters are included in Appendix A. Appendix B contains 
the stone inscriptions collected by the members of this branch. In Appendix C are included 74 
Arabic and Persian inscriptions collected by the members of the Nagpur office. Appendix D 
contains the list of photograph prepared during the year. 


Dr. TS. Ravishankar, Director (Epigraphy) I/c (since retired) visited some place in 
Bengaluru District of Karnataka. Dr. D. M. Nagaraju, Director (Epigraphy) I/c (since retired), visited 
Mysuru and Gulbarga Districts of Karnataka.

(Epigraphy) I/c) and Shri M.D. Shahnwaz Alam, Assistant Epigraphist. Arabic and Persian 
inscriptions, Nagpur. 


Important inscriptions of this year's collection are reviewed in the following pages. 
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COPPER-PLATES 


KALACHURI - No. A 8 is a set of photographs of copper-plate received from the Curator, 
M.GM. museum, Raipur. It was found from the village Garhdai-pamdariya, Rajnandgaon District, 
Chhattisgarh and is written in Nagari script and Sanskrit language. It was issued by the Kalachuri 
king Madanavarmadéva and is dated Samvat 1390, Phalguna ba. 3, Sunday. It records the gift of 
a village Machhali by the king along with his wife Meladevi for the merit of his family, to a 
brahmana Srirama, son of Sarhlashana, grandson of Ranaka Bhima and great-grandson of Haripala 
of Kasyapa-gotra. Further it records that while the king was camping at Vatamdhama-durga, 
made the grant along with other officials and pradhani Narayana, after worshipping the god 
Manikyésvara. The charter was written by pamdita Vachauka and engraved by Gopala. 


PANDUVAMSI - No. A 4 now preserved in the Sirpur Archaeological Museum bearing Acc. No. 
CP 1136 was discovered in the course of archaeological excavation conducted at Sirpur, Sirpur Tahsil, 
Mahasamund District, Chhattisgarh. It is engraved in Sanskrit language and Box- headed characters 
of 7^ century AD and belongs to the reign of Panduvaméi king Mahasiva Tivaradeva, of his 
7h regnal year. It records the gift of a village Anangapalla by the king, son of Nannadéva and 
erandson of Indrabala for the merit of his parents and his own self, to a brahmana Devopadhyaya. 
of Bhàradvàja-gotra. Further the king ordered the village administration to give bhaga (royal share 
of produce) and bhoga (periodical offerings) to the donee regularly. 


PRATIHARA No. iQ engraved on a copper-plate preserved in the State Archaeological 
Museum at Sidhpur, Sidhpur Tahsil, Patan District, Gujarat. is in the Nagari script and Sanskrit 
language. The charter begins with eulogy of the kings Dévaraya, Vatsarája and Nagabhata II of the 
Pratihára dynasty. The | ing paramabhattaraka - mahara jadhira ja. = paramesvara Nagabhata issued 
the grant when he was camping at Anandikatata. He is described as the son of paramabhattaraka 
- mahürüjaüdhiraja — paramésvara Vatsaraja, born to the queen тайага т Sri Sundaridevi, 
grandson of paramabhattaraka - mahara jadhira ja рағатёҳуаға Devarajadeva and mahadevi 
Sri Bhüyikadevi It is dated Samvat 872, Sravana, ba. 15, Friday, which corresponds to 815 A.D, 
August 15 and the weekday being Wednesday. It records the grant of a village Sundagrama in 
Patikairagrahara situated in Latamandala after exempting it from all taxes by the king for the 
merit of his parents, to a learned brahmana Bhatta Sarvvaka of Atréyasa-gotra and Kauthama 
Chhanddgya-sakha for the performance of religious rites. The charter was written by Sri Vishnu, 
son of mahakshapatala karanadhikrita Prahuka, the diitaka being mahara ajadhirajesvara yuvaraja 
Sti Ramabhadradéva. It was engraved by Dévananda, as per the orders of purohita Bhatta. 


INSCRIPTIONS ON STONE AND OTHER MATERIALS 


ALUPA - No B 343 from Udayavara in Udupi Taluk and District, Karnataka (now preserved 
in the premises of Sri Govindpai Research Centre, Udupi) is engraved in Kannada language and 
characters of the 8 century AD. It belongs to the reign of the Alupa king Chitravahana II and 
records the gift of a village Mangalapura to Kiriya Nagadatta after honoring him with the epithet 
pandya nayakan by Dharmanna, son of Jakkanayaga during the rule of a local chief Srimara at 
Kodala. 


CHALUKYAS OF KALYANA - No. B 357 from Kandhar in Loha Taluk, Nanded District, 
Maharashtra, is found engraved on a fragmentary stone built into the inner side of the fortification 
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wall, behind the Lal Mahal It is in Sanskrit language and Nagari characters of the ll" century 
A.D. and records that when the king Bhuvanaikamalladeva (Someávara П) was camping at Kampeli, 
he gave some orders to his official Dhallaladeva, who was the sandhivigrahika-dandanayaka and 
also mahamandalika. 1n the end the record seems to mention certain group of artisans (kalakutika) 
who are expected to follow some instructions. 


CHOLA - No. B 58 belonging to the Chola king Rajendra I, of his 9 regnal year, is engraved 
on the west wall of the garbhagriha of Gandaràdhitya-Iévaramudaiyàr temple in the village 
Gandarajapuram in Doddaballapura Taluk, Bengaluru rural District, Karnataka. It is in Tamil 
language and characters of II" century A.D. The record is addressed to a military chief Ingan- 
Gandaradityan-senapati Rajaraja a resident of Inganur, in Inganurnadu of Sivamanvalanadu in 
Solamandalam. Other dignitaries such as Machchiyan-Gandaradityan kamundan, Nagan-machchiyan 
Madhurantaga-kamundan-rayan and Bhuvayan-machchiyan Cholakamundan are also mentioned. 


No. B 388 from Tirumandagudi in Kumbakonam Taluk of Thanjavur District, Tamilnadu, 
belonging to the 15^ regnal year of the Chola king Kulottunga Ш is found engraved on the 
outer wall of the garbhagriha of the Siva temple. It records the imposition of the tax kudimai, 
sennirvettu, etc, by the king on the inhabitants of the village and states that the defaulters may 
be arrested and the tax will be collected forcefully by the army. Further states that this order 
was issued in the temple of Udaiyar, in Sri Rajaraja-chaturvédimangalam, in Tirunaraiyar-nadu of 
Kulottungachola-valanadu. 


HOYSALA - No. B 65 from Hagari Gudihalli, Harapanahalli Taluk, Davanagere District, Karnataka, 
is a Kannada record, belonging to the reign of the king Vira Ballala (Ballala 10). It is dated 
Saka 1137 (1215 ADD) and records the gift of a village Satagavudanahalli, situated in Kotturu-D2 
division of the Nolambavadi-32000, to the god Yichchésvara which is consecrated by Sovagavuda 
of Adakeyahalli. The above gift was made by the mahapradhani Goparasa-dannayaka of Mudiyanu 
ru (on the occasion of solar eclipse) for the maintenance of temple festivities, rituals, renovations 
and also to feed the saints (tapodhanas). 


No. B 328 of the reign of the Hoysala king Vishnuvardhana, dated Saka 1108 (1186 A.D) 
found from the village Kasuvinahalli in Nanjanagudu Taluk, Mysuru District, Karnataka, records 
the construction of a Siva temple and its consecration by Yakaragamuda and his sons. 


Another Inscription (No. B 337) of the king Vira Ballala, of his 11% regnal year is 
found engraved on the pedestal of a nishadi stone preserved in the ASI, museum at Balligavi, 
in Shikaripura Taluk, Shimoga District, Karnataka. It records the death of Gonavavve, wife of 
Yichayya and daughter of Sevisetti and Makavve, after following all the procedures required for 
inviting death. The inscription further refers to her as a disciple of Amrita Chandra bhattaraka 
of Désiyagana pustaka-gachchha. 


KAYASTHA - No. B 10 found engraved on a fragmentary slab in the forest of Siddhavatam 
in Siddhavatam Mandalam, Kadapa District, Andhra Pradesh, is an inscription of the Kayastha 
king Ambadeva, dated Saka 1214, Nandana, Jyestha 1, Wednesday (Irregular). It is in Sanskrit and 
Telugu language and characters. The inscription registers the gift of villages viz, Gunjanagesvaram, 
Kulukuritta and Chilléévaram as sarvamanya to a certain Sidhasiva, son of Uttama Sivagurudeva 
by the king for his own merit, when he was ruling from Gandikota. 
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KSHATRAPA - No. B 38 belonging to the reign of the king Rudrasimha 1 was found engraved 
on a loose stone slab lying in a field, outside the village Goniyasar (Mota) in Mandvi Tahsil. Kutch 
District, Gujarat. It is now preserved in the Kutch District museum, Bhuj. The language of the 
record is Sanskrit (prose) with some influence of Prakrit and is dated Saka 102, Marga&ira ba. 15. 
The inscription refers itself to the reign of the king mahakshatrapa Lord Rudrastha (Rudrasimha), 
and gives the following pedigree of the king - king and mahakshatrapa Lord Chastana; his son, 
king and kshatrapa Lord Jayadama; his son, king and mahakshatrapa Lord Rudradama; his son, 
king and mahakashtrapa Lord Damaghsada; his brother, king and mahakshatrapa Lord Rudrasimha.

The object of the inscription is to record the erection of an inscribed pillar (lekhalashthi) 
by Rudradatta, Varisena and Itrata in memory of the father (Meghasha) and brother (name not 
known) of Anémitra, who belongs to Yajanasa>gotra and the Abhira clan. The mention of the 
Abhira clan in the present inscription of Rudrasimha dated 180 A.D. is quite interesting, as it 
throws light on the continued existence and activities of that clan during almost the entire period 
of the rule of the western Kshatrapas. 


Coming to the historical importance of the inscription, Dr. Ajay Mitra Shastri (Ep. Ind. 
Vol. XVI, рр. 233 ff.) had fixed the year of accession of the western Kshatrapa ruler Rudrasimha 
I as second half of the Saka 103 (181 A.D) Before the discovery of the present inscription, the 
first known year of this king was Saka 103 (181 A.D), but the present inscription adds one more 
year to his reign as mahakshatrapa. Thus on the basis of the present inscription, Saka 102 (180 
A.D) may be regarded as the first year of Rudrasimha Ts rule as mahakshatrapa. 


PANDYA - No. B 370 a Tamil record belonging to the period of the king Virapandya, is found 
engraved on the south wall of the garbhagriha of Amanalinge$vara temple at Karappadi in Pollachi 
Taluk, Coimbatore District. Tamilnadu. The inscription refers to the gift of two achchu of land 
by Vijaiyan alias Viranarayana-sarvamamuni-puliyan of Drabhabhüraneri which was purchased 
from Kavanapavai alias Tondaimanpakka-vangarai, a vellala of Karaippadi in Kavadikkanadu for 
burning two perpetual twilight lamps in the temple of Tanténrigvara. 


SATAVAHANA The technical staff from Mysuru office visited the excavated site of 
Kanaganahalli, in Chitapura Taluk of Gulbarga District, Karnataka for copying and in situ study of 
the inscriptions, which are in Brahmi script and Prakrit language datable between 1“ - 3 century 
A.D. All the inscriptions are found engraved on various architectural members of the stupa and 
accessory structures. Among the inscriptions thus copied, a total of five important dated inscriptions 
engraved during the reign of various kings of the Satavahana dynasty is given below. 


An inscription (No. B 81) of Vasisthiputra Siri Satakarni dated in his 5 regnal year records 
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the meritorious gift of an ujukapata (medhi) slab, umbrella and payaka (uprights) by Satavahana 
Samana of Utarahakosa, for the worship of Buddha towards the merit of his parents and the well 
being of all the worlds. 


Another inscription (No. B 135) of the same king dated in his 35% regnal year begins with 
salutations to the much enlightened lord of the Adholoka-mahachaitya and records the meritorious 
gift of the uppermost slab (agatuko-pata) by the nun Dhamasiri of the Korujila family along 
with her parents,. for the welfare of all the preceptors, group of elders, the co-ascetics and for 
the wellbeing and happiness of all the creatures. | 


No. B 161 dated in the 16^ regnal year of the king Siri Chimuka records the meritorious 
gift of veneering slab (kachuka) by a householder named Tokhi from Mahiseka along with his 
wife, son, son-in-law, daughter-in-law, kinsmen and daughter. 


No. B 202 dated in the I" regnal year of the king Gautamiputra Siri Yajna Satakarni 
records the meritorious gift of an umbrella (chhata) by Bodhika, a monk and religious head along 
with his parents, brothers and sisters. 


No. В 209 engraved during the 10 regnal year of the Satavahana king Siri Pulumavi 
opens with salutation to lord Buddha and records the gift of a slab bearing chaitya depiction 
(chetiya-pata) by Hagana Kanhasiri, son of Devanija, a trader along with his mother, father and 
son. 


WESTERN GANGA - No. B 331 is an inscription of the western Ganga king Sivamara I written 
in Kannada language and characters of the 8" century A.D. It was found engraved on a slab lying 
in a field, outside the village of Settihalli in Nanjangudu Taluk of Mysuru District, Karnataka. 
The inscription seems to record the gift of land as brahmadaya in the memory of a deceased 
person (name not clear), who probably belongs to Punnadu - 6000. 


YADAVAS OF DEVAGIRI - No. B 353 from Unkésvar in Kinavat Taluk, Nanded District, 
Maharashtra belongs to the reign of the king Ramachandra, dated Saka 1201 and is engraved 
in Marathi language and Nagari characters. The inscription records that Meghadeva, son of 
Saranunayaka of Matapura constructed a temple in this place and also donated gardens in 
various villages (names mentioned) to the temple. Further it mentions the kings subordinates viz, 
hathisahani Bhavakadeva, his minister Hemadri-pandita and an officer Somadeva. 


MISCELLANEOUS - No. В 126 in Prakrit language and Brahmi characters of 1! - 2 century 
AD. is engraved on a pushpagrahini (flower-receptacle) found from the excavation site at 
Kanaganahalli in Chitapura Taluk, Gulbarga District. Karnataka. It records the pious gift of a 
flower receptacle by Nagiloya, a maker of beads (manikara) and a Mahamariti from Dhanyakataka 
along with his wife, son, daughter-in-law and mother to stupa. 


Another inscription (No. B 133) from the same place, found engraved on a ayaka pillar 
in Brahmi characters and Prakrit language of about 1* century A.D, refers to the meritorious gift 
of the Gyaka pillar and umbrella by a householder Asila, son of Utaka of Nadabahuka family of 
Dhafyakataka, along with his mother, wife and son for their longevity. 
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No. B 375 in Tamil language and characters of the 13^ century A.D, is found engraved 
on the north wall of the mukhamandapa of Amanalingesvara temple at Karappadi, in Pollachi 
Taluk, Coimbatore District, Tamilnadu. The inscription is fragmentary and was engraved in the 15% 
regnal year of a king. It seems to record grant of some privileges to the carpenters (kammala) 
like beating drum and blowing conch in all the festivities at Tenkongu. 


No. B 394 is engraved on the pedestal of a seated Jaina image of a ‘Tirthamkara 
preserved in the Rajakiya Bauddha Samgrahalaya at Kusinagar, in Kasia Tahsil, Kusinagar District, 
Uttar Pradesh. The inscription in Sanskrit language and Nagar! characters, dated [Vikrama] 1688 
records the perpetual obeisance to the deity by Pam Sanaurama and a number of persons and 
mentions bhattaraka Sri Silabhüshanadéva and his disciple bhattaraka Sri Bana belonging to the 
Mulasamgha. 


ARABIC AND PERSIAN INSCRIPTIONS 


The Arabic and Persian Inscriptions listed in Appendix ‘C’ of this report: were examined by 
Dr. M. Aftab Zeya, Director Epigraphy Ис (Arabic and Persian Inscriptions) Archacological Survey 
of India, Epigraphy Branch, Nagpur, Maharashtra. These inscriptions were copied and photographed 
by Dr. GS. Khwaja, Superintending Epigraphist, Dr. M. Aftab Zeya, Assistant Superintending 
Epigraphist (Now Deputy Superintending Epigraphist & Director Epigraphy I/c) and Shri МР. 
Shahnawaz ‘Alam, Assistant Epigraphist of this office. 


Appendix 'C' has total 74 inscriptions with their specific details and gist. Of these 
74 records some important ones are being highlighted. The detail of the findings has been 
incorporatedin the indices in regards with the find spot, dynasty, language and script The present 
collection includes many important epigraphs for the historical and socio-economic data stored in 
them. 


This collection presents many of historical important dynastic records representing Mughal 
Emperor Aurangzeb and ‘Adil Shahi ruler, Ibrahim ‘Adil Shah of Bijapur. 


MUGHAL - Records No. 10 represent Mughal Emperor Aurangzeb brought from Bidar Fort, 
assigns the construction of a beautiful Balcony built by Qalandar Khan the then Governor of 
Bidar in the given year AH. 1088 (1677 A.D) The date is also recorded in the Persian text which 
makes a chronogram for (AH. 1088). [Plate - XXIII] 


Persian Inscription in Nasta‘liq style. No. 11 copied from Shah Darwaza, refers to the 
construction of a Gate which was built by the then Governor of Bidar, Mukhtar Khan Al-Hussaini 
Al-Sabzwari under the instance of Mughal Emperor Aurangzeb in the 26 regnal year of his rule. 


“ADIL SHAH I - Among the dynastic records, Persian record No. 16 belongs to ‘Adil Shahi ruler of 
pi japur, one of eminent regional dynasty of Deccan is executed in Nasta'liq style. ‘This historically 
important record has been copied from Shahi Matbakh (ie. Royal Kitchen) at Bidar Fort, in Bidar 
District of Karnataka, states that Deccan was conquered by Ibrahim (ie. Ibrahim ‘Adil Shah ID. 
in AH. 1028 (1618 A.D). Record No. 17 also comes from the same place, assigns the renovation of 
Fort, Mosque, Palaces and Pavilions which was carried out by Malik Shah Amir Jan, a veteran 
noble at the court of ‘Adil Shahi rulers. 
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MISCELLANEOUS - Among the miscellaneous inscriptions from Jharkhand, six epigraphs have 
been copied from Rajmahal in Sahebganj District. Of these, epitaph No. 1 Persian record of 
renowned masjid named Akbar Shahi which was perhaps during the time of Mughal Emperor 
Akbar. No. 3 is a bilingual record in Urdu as well as in Hindi which assigns the death of Hadrat 
Ahmad Shah Bukhari Chishtr but its date is not clear. It is perhaps later stalled by Khanqah 
Muiniya Ibrahimiya Chishtiya. No. 5. The fragmentary undated Persian Inscriptions from Jami 
Masjid Sahebganj district records of a beautiful mosque built by Hannu Bai (Corpus of Arabic

Din, a renowned sportsman of Bihar province in the given year. 


Among the miscellaneous inscriptions from Karnataka, epitaph No. 20 records the death 
of Sayyid Shah Akbar Muhammad Al-Husaini Zaidi in the year АН. 1302 Shawwal 9 (1885 АР. 
July 22) Persian record No. 25 has been copied at Fort Mirjan in Kumta, North Kannada District, 
and preserved by Dharwad Circle, ASI, Dharwad (Karnataka) points out to the death of a person 
Rahman Khan son of Ghazi Fahim in the year A.H. 1183 (1769 AD) 


Among the miscellaneous inscriptions from Rajasthan, epitaph No. 22 to 27 are from Haji 
Bagh Qabrastan in Merta, Nagaur District of Rajasthan, executed in Persian language in crude 
Nasta‘liq, refers to date of the demise of well-off persons of the Muslim community from same 
clan. Epitaph No. 28 to 33 come from Court Qabrastan in Merta, indicates the genealogy of 
renowned Qadi (ie. judge) family who had taken judicial service under British Government. Of 
these No. 28 records the death of Qadi Akram Ahmad in the year A.H 1332 Jumada I, 8 (1914 
A.D. April, 4) who was the first in his family to having served British Government. 


Epitaph No. 34 belongs to Dargah of Sayyid Haider ‘Ali, from Makrana, Nawa, in Nagaur 
District of Rajasthan, assigns the date of demise of Sayyid Haider “Ali who was a spiritual person 
of the community. Record No. 35 is from Dargah of Muhammad ‘Ali Shah, at Nawa, records the 
death of the person Mubarak “Ali Shah, a staunch follower of Sayyid 'Ashique “Ali Shah whose 
death was recorded in the year A.H. 1305, Sha'ban 21, (1888 A.D, May, 3). 


Among the miscellaneous inscriptions from Uttar Pradesh, epitaph No. 40 to 49 have been 
copied from Shia Qabrastan at Khusrau Bag, in Allahabad District, Uttar Pradesh, represents the 
genealogy of Sayyid Zakir Husain who was a follower of Shi a sect in faith. Of these, epitaph No. 
40 records the death of Sayyid Zakir Husain in the year АН. 1309 (1891-92 A.D). No44 mentions 
that Aqa Muhammad Baqar Saheb son of Aqa Abu Talib Sahib who had come from Esfahan (ie. 
a province of Iran), was died in the year АН. 1318 Shawwal Friday 19 (1901 A.D. February, 1l). In 
the Persian epigraph No48 Mirza Babban Beg son of Mirza Asad ‘Ali Beg, native of Lucknow, 
has been mentioned as a ring maker by profession who had settled in Allahabad was died in 
the year AH. 1325, Dhil Hijja 24 Monday (1908 A.D, January 28 Tuesday). Persian record No50 
comes from Akbarpur, Ambedkarnagar District, assigns the construction of a mosque by brethren 
of Haji Lal Muhammad and Haji Qudrat which is recorded as chronogram in metrical verse as 
wells in AH 1314 (1896-97A.D). It is executed in beautiful Calligraphy of Nastaliq style. 
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Four epigraphs are from ‘Aliganj, Tanda in Ambedkarnagar District of Uttar Pradesh, 
among them, record No. 51 assigns the date of death of Hadrat Maulana Hagani Shah, educationist 
of Tanda, who had set up,his religious institute in Talwapar. 


Four epigraphs have been copied from Begumganj, in Jaunpur District, of these, No. 55 
is a fragmentary damaged. Purport of the portion of text is not clear. Perhaps it records the date 
of the construction of tomb in the year A.H. 1294 (1877-78 A.D). Epitaph No57 executed in Urdu 
language in Nasta‘liq characters, records the death of Sayyid Damin “Ali, native of Balwa Ghat, 
who was Azadar (ie. Mourner of Imam Husain). 


No. 60 belongs to Dargah of ‘Abdul Latif Shah at Sittin in Musafir Khana in Sultanpur 
District, assigns the construction of a mosque by 'Abdul Latif Shah who modulated it like the 
structure of Kaba. The Persian record is executed in metrical verse which presents date as 
Chronogram corresponding to AH. 1278 (1861-62 A.D) No, 61 is a Urdu record of the foundation 
of the mosque which has been copied from Sadar Bazar Shahganj, in Sultanpur District of Uttar 
Pradesh. It - mentions the Paternity of Ghani Samyan Shaikh Karimullah and Shaikh Haji-ud-Din 
and Shaikh Maula Bakhsh son of Shaikh Makhdüm Bakhsh native of Jaunpur who had built 
the mosque in the year AH. 1283, Jumada, I (1866 A.D, September - October2) and the Musafir 
Khana, in the year АН. 1289 Jumada, II (1872 .AD, August - September) It also asserts that 
no one of this fraternity should claim their right, on the prosperity of this mosque and be only 
caretaker to maintain this intact. 


e Epitaph No. 62 to 74 come from the graveyard called ‘Idgah Wala Qabrastan in Shahganj, 
Sultanpur, refers to the death record of landlords of the Muslim community. Among them epitaph 
No. 66 is the oldest record which registers the demise of Maulavi ‘Abdur Rahim Wakil and 
successor of Shaikh to having migrated from Bengal. He was stated to be died in the year. А.Н, 
1302 (1885 A.D).
